Some still suspec1 that Joseph 
will simply be setting hurdles 
which sceptical teenagers will 
refuse to jump over, and others 
doubt that his search for 
national agreement on what 
should be taught in schools will 
come to a shadowy’ nothing. 
How then, has he managed to 

rsuade teachers and exam- 
iners to ever commence the 
arduous and detailed task? 

He frankly admits that he has 
taken ideas of “left-wing prov- 
enance™”, such as records of 
‘achievement and grade related 
criteria which have long been 
brewing in research reports. He 
has sought to distill thenî into a 
tonic which will re-invigorate 
motivation among teachers and 
pupils. 

Early on he antagonized the 
teaching profession with caustic 
condemnation of their quality. 
Now he believes that there is, at 
each end of the spectrum, a 
small band of both brilliant and 
hopelessly inept teachers. In the 
middie lies a vast group who he 


says “are neither incompetent, 


nor very effective.” 

He has also come to believe 
that e of teaching is far 
more difficult than he initially 
realized. The challenge is tough, 


Three years in education has 
turned Sir Keith Joseph's image 
from the “mad monk" of 
monetarism inlo the elder 
statesman of new Toryism, 

„ Treading cautiously. chOos- 
ing his words fike stepping 
stones, the welfare establish 
ment's former hate figure is 
begınning to lead educalionisls 
out of what: he sees as the 
quagmire of ineffective striving 
towards his vision of better 
education for all. 

While some parliamentary 
colleagues fear that Sir Keith 
has sunk into the marshes of the 
Department of Education and 
Science never to be scen again, 
closer allies are begınnıng 1o 
helıeve that his period in 
education will prove to be the 
final summıt of more that 40 
vears spent sliding up and down 
ihe slippery slopes of political 
achievement and embarrass- 
ment Well before this week's 
reshuffle was announced, 
ıımours thal he mighl be 
ıioved had held sway. 

Certainly educationists shud- 
wrred when he first took over as

service. 


More than most ministries, 
cducatıon is notorious for 
sııcking the toughest politicians 
ınto hopeless frustration.

Their legal constitution, inter alia, 
defines theır objêclS.as:—

All previous 
claimants had bcen refused, yet now 
Agatha’s family had before them a 
person untried as a biographer, 
unversed in mystery lil. crit, 
unknown in the world of detective

Nor do I know why the family 
took me on. My claim ‘to recent 
familiarity with Agatha's oeuvre was 
soon rumbled, despite assiduous 
homework the night before. Perhaps 
they were anxious to see what would 
happen: 1 certainly was. We talked 
for an hour, thought for a month, 
and agreed to try il 

I know now why I was interested: 
to see whether I could do it; to prove 
the doubters wrong. "Its a long 
shot", people said, “and you're not 


the right person.” “There are no. 


papers.” “She wrote her own 
autobiography: il's perfecly ad- 
cquate; in fact, it’s rather good. She 
was so private. Her family are 
protective. no one will see you. no 
one at least, who knows anything."

Perhaps nine million , separate 
movements of nuclear cargoes are 
notified to the International Atomic 
Energy Agency anumually; but a 
complex network of regulations falls 
short of requiring ships to“identify 
themselves as carrying dangerous 
cargoes while on the high seas and 
even of specifying the types of ships 
suitable for such work. ‘The United 
Nations International Maritime 
Organization (IMO) alone . has 
initiated. almost 30 treaties and 
protûcols covering safety at sea, with 
1wo in particular concerned with 
hazardous substances. 

Both the Internalional Conven- 
tion for the ‘Safety of Life. at Sea 
(Solas) and the Iniernalional Mari- 
time Dangerous Goods Code deal

The sinking of the French freighter 
Mont Louis off Ostend last month. 
and the increasingly desperate 
attempts 1o salvage its radioactive 
cargo ir stormy Channel seas, have 
coincided with the routine annual 
meeting this week in Helsinki of an 
obscure professional body that will 
almost certainly find itself unable to 
talk about anything else. 

The public utterances of the 
International Union of Maritime 
Insurers will, of course, be grave and 
considered to a degree; but over 
drinks. as is usual on such occasions, 
conversation is likely to be a great 
deal more spirited. More than one 
insurer, for a start, might well 
confess that, although horrified by 
the plight of the Mont Louis, he is 
pleased that the dramatic nature of 
the incident will illustrate the 
‘enormous loopholes in iiteruational 
regulations governing transport by 
sea of dangerous cargoes. 

One such underwriter is Mr Roger 
Bradley, a specialist at Lloyds in the 
insurance of nuclear rnaterials, 
cargoes and plant. 

The secrecy and confusion sur- 
rounding the freighter and its cargo 
of 30 containers of uranium 
hexafluoride have, he says, left pim 
"shattered". Mr Bradley siarted 
insuring nuclear risks in !958 and 
since 197! has been nuclear 
observer U MI, although he is, not 
attending this year.

For Hunsaker they were a 
shattering biow, since friends of 
his had died in the crashes He 
rerumed to the calmer waters f 
the academic world, becoming 
head of both the mechanical 
and acronautical cngineering 
departments at MIT. - 


In the Second Workl War he 
was appointed chairman of the 
National Advisory Committee 
of Aeronautics (NACA, as well 
as Coordinator of Naval 
Research and Development, 
Energetic as cver, he invoked 
himself in all matters of 
technical derclopment. and 
took part in The discussions 
leading to major policy de- 
CISTONS. 

He was vigorously opposcd 
10 the dropping of the atom 
bomb. He took the view that 
Japan was finished in any case 
and ıihar Truman, Byrne and 
the Chicfs of Staff had no rea 
understanding of the weapon, 
regarding it as just an, bigger 
bomb. He was purtivularly 
upset by the collusion of 
scientists, accusing them of just 
wanting to see if their "toy" 
worked, regardless of the consc- 
quences, He was also opposed 
to inveşlmenî in Ihe jet enginc, 
whick he did not think could be 
brought into cffective use before 
the likely end ofthe war. 

Hunsaker remained chair- 
man of NACA unmtil 195. He 
has previously retired from his 
professorship a1 MIT in 1932, 
He became a director of several 
large companies. a regent of the 
Smithsonian Institute and a 
trustee of the Boston Muscum 
af Science. Earlicr he had been 
1he first president of the 
Institute of Aeronautical Sci- 
ences and an honarary fellow of 
the Royal Aeronautical Society 
of Great Britain. 

As a man, "Jerry", as he was 
known was exceedingly good 
company, with devored friends 
almost all of whom he out- 
fasted. The great names of the 
carly days of aeronautics and 
the sciences appeired in hıs 
visitors” book, from Lindbergh 
1o De Havilland. On the anther 
hand he was never happicr than 
with his wife fishing in Ihe 
Adirondacks, where he had hıs 
summer home. His brilliant and 
quick-wilted mind made hım 
stimulaüing company. BUM ıl 
also made him .impatient with 
the niceties of life, and he 
showed a polite disdain for 
Boston's social whirl. 

There werc four children of 
the marriage. 


Hunsaker’s work.kad çome to 
the attention of the President of 
MIT. who asked the Navy 10 
assign him io the institute {o 
starl 3 course iı aerongutical 
engineering. So ir 1914 Hun- 
saker returned to MIT, becom- 
ing the course's first inslructor 
and using his wind=tuantl to 
advance his rescarch. He re- 
ceived ù doctorate in 1916 for 
his work on the dynarmic 
stability of aeroplanes. 

In the same year he was 
appanted head of the newly 
created airceraf division in the 
construction department of the 
Navy in Washington. As such 
be was responsible for the 
design... construction and pro- 
curement of all naval aircraft 
during the Firs1 World War, He 
designed the firsî practical 
American airship in 1912, 
especially for anti-submarine 
warfare. 

In 1918. with {he war's 
duration uncertain, the Service 
of Supply directed him to 
design and build an aircraft 
which would not only be an 
effecuve submarine destroyer 
but would be able to reach the 
war zone under ıs own power, 
as the supply ships could no 
longer handle the build-up of 
material in American ports. Up 
until then. the longest non-slop 
flight had been 1.200 miles, 
flown under ideal conditions; 
anıd the shortest route across the 
Allantic involved one hop of 
1.330 miles. 


The result was the NC {Nal y- 
Curtiss) flying boats, which tor 
a time were the largest aircraft 
in the world. Three of 1hem set 
uut from _Newfoundland in 
May. 1919. Two were [cft at the 
Azores but the NC4 took off 
again and continued on to 
Lısbon and Plymouth. making 
the first crossing of the Atlantic 
by aircraft of any {ype In a total 
ol 57 hours flying time. This 
remarkable achievement had 
been brought about in less than 
a year. from drawing-board 10 
reality. Alcock and Brown's 16 
hour, .non-stop flight from 
Newfoundland to Ireland in a 
Vickers Vimy bomber took 
place on June 14-13, 1919. 


Afler ıhe Armistice Hunsaker 
went to Germany 10 inspect the 
Zepplins. On his return to the 
United States he designed the 
Shenandoah. the first airship to 
use helium as the lifing gas. It 
went into service for two years 
beforc being wrecked in a heavy 
storm. 

From 1921 to 1923 he was at 
the Naval Bureau of Aeronauts 
ics, working. on the air-cooled 
radial engine, arresting gear for 
deck tandings and the torpedo 
plane. His interest in deck 
landings ked him into an 
acrimonious dispute with Col 
Mitchell who argued that with 
the coming of the bomber, ships 
were redundant Hunsaker. a 
Navy man, refused to accept 
this. He appreciated the vulner- 
ability of ships to aircraft. but 
argued that without a navy, and 
an air umbrella where possible, 
thc army could not move in a 
global war. 8 

From 1923 to 1926 he served 
as assistant naval attaché in 1he 


Dr Jerome C. Hunsaker. One 
of the pioneers in the earliest 
days of manned flight has died 
in Boston. Miass, at the age of 
98. He is chiefly rertembered as 
the man responsible for the 
design of the first aeroplane to 
cross the Atlantic — though fot 
non-stop, as Alcock and Brown 
iı the Vickers Vimy lhe NC4 
fying boa. Bu he was also 
influential in many other arcas 
of design, and he did much to 
establish aeronauticş as aû 
science. م‎ 

Hunsaker was born in Cres 
ton. lowa, on August 26, 1886. 


Detroit and Saginaw, where i$ 
father was a news pub. 
lisher. He graduated ım the 
United State Naval Academy in 
Annapolis. head of his class, in 
1908 and was ordered to the 
Massachusells Institute of 
Technololgy to study naval 


But Hunsaker did not find 
designing super-drcadnoushls 
sai nag. The weight of tra- 
dition oppressed him and the 
science of warship building was 
so cstablished as to offer. no 
challenge to scientific curiosity, 
The Wrights’ flight al Kirty 
Hawk süirred him into wonder- 
ing why aeroplanes flew. So he 
resolved 10 formulate an engin- 
ecring basis for design which 
would replace the empirical 
aproach of the inventor. 

He completed his postgradu- 
ate course in 1912 and, with hiş 
wife. Alice Porter Avery. whom 
he had married the previous 
year. immediately set about 
translating Eiffel's seminal wark 
on wind tunnels. He saw this to 
be the book which, more than 
any other, offered a scientific 
explanation for flight, ۲ 
He found sevcral mistakes in 
Eiffcl's calculations. and the 
French scieı was so im- 
pressed by zeal that he 
invited him 1o study in his 
laboratories near Paris, Hun- 
saker accepted, and took advan- 
tage of finding himself in 
Europe to make an extended 
tour to study rescarch methods. 
Although powercd flight had 
been an American success, the 
scicntific development in the 
period before the Firsl Worid 
War was primarily taking piace 
in Europe. 

From, France Hunsaker 
moved io Teddinglon in Mid- 
dlesex. where he studicd the 
new wind tunnel. I{ was 
principally this experience 
which later enabled himto build 
the first American wind tunnel 
at MIT. improving on the 
Teddington design.

possible to make a detailed 
study of the Zeppelin because of 
military restrictions. IL was, 
however, possible to pay for a 
E on one as a tourist. and 

unsaker did this. He nearly 
gol into 1roublc when he 
showed too persistent an inter- 
est in the minutiae of the 
airship’s construction. 

He also met the young Dutch 
designer Fokker who was 
building an experimental 
monoplane.

Lord Geoffrey-Lloyd, PC, 

who died yesterday a1 the age of 
82. was. as Mr Geoffrey Lloyd. 
MP. Minister of Fuel and Power 
in the postwar Churchill and 
(briefly) Eden administrations 
rom 195] to 1955 and later 
served as Minister of Education 
under .Mr Harold Macmillan 
from 1957 to 1959. But it is 
possibly for his wartime work 
as Minister in Charge of 
Petroleum Warfare that he 
deserves to be chiefly remem- 
bered. In this capacity he had 
overall responsibility. for 
PLUTO, the oil pipeline which 
supplied the invasion forces 
after D-Day and for FIDO, the 
method by which fog was 
dispersed over airfields. 
Lloyd was a highly experi- 
enced politician who came to 
office early in his career and 
reached ministerial rank at 37, 
but he carried wel into middle 
life the aspect the j 
elegant young Tory. o 
women Conservatives, the beat 
ideal of youthful party aspirants 
and. for many more years than 
most men can retain such a 
status. the eligible bachelor. 

Although he never quite 
açhieved the results to which 
his talents entiled him, he was 
not the lightweight that he 
tended to appear. His charm 
could often be rristaken for 
superficiality, but he had an 
immense capacity for industry. 

Geoffrey William Lloyd was 
born on January 17. 1902, and 
educated at Harrow and Triniiy 
College, Cambridge, where he 
was President of the Union in 
1924. In that year he unsuccess- 
fully contested South-East 
Southwark and for a short time 
was on the Secretariat of the 
Conservative Party. From 1926 
to 1929 he was privale secretary

Secretary of State for Air.

Russians

„Dr Andrei Sakharov, the 
dissident physicist confined by 
the Kremlin to Gorky and 
reviled in the press ds ã traitor, 
has been allowed to publish an 
article in a Şoviet scientific 
journal. 

The move is seen as an 
attempt 1o provéê that Dr 
Sakharov is well and able to 
function as a scientisL rather 
thar the first step toward his 
rehabilitation. 

In his article. published in a 
recent issue of The Journal af 
Experimental and Theoretical 
Phy'sics. Dr Sakharov thanked 
his wife. Yelena Bonner, for her 
help in its preparation. That is 
considered as remarkable as the 
appearance of the article itself, 
şince Mrs Bonner has been the 
target of a vitupcrative press 
campaign and is to be put on 
trial for anti-Soviet slander, 

Dr Sakharov has published in 
the journal before, but rot since 
1he presenl campaign agaisnt 
him began and alarm rose about 
his health. 

According to some reports. 
the trial of Mrs Bonner has 
taken place already and she was 
sentenced to five years’ exile tor 
smuggling Dr Sakharov's writ- 
ings on human rights and 
nuclear questions to the West. 
nilegedly using contacts in the 
United States Embassy in 
Moscow, 

Dr Sakharov's article. on the 
origins of the universe. ap- 
peared last month, but it has 
anly now been drawn tio the 
attention of forcign correspon- 
dents. lt is signed “A D. 
Sakharov”, without his tille of 
Academician. 

It was passed for publication 
in March, before Dr Sakharov 
began a hunger strike in protest 
against the authorities’ refusal 
to allow his wife to go abroad 
for medical trcatmenL I[n- 
tormed sources said a second 
article had been submitted last 
month and would appear in a 
subsequent issue of the journal. 

Dr Sakharov is thought to be 
a sick man afler his forcible 
confinement in Gorky city 
hospital.
